PRESENTATION OF MEDALS TO THE POLICE.

Mathieson, ‘and Inspectors Hennessy, Mackie, 
Butlin and “cting Inspector Raker, as well aa 
by Sergeants Hall, McTver, Meffatt and Phillips, 
Tn the Compound, besides bla Excellency, and 
Capt, Stirling, A.Dv€:, there were also present his 
Honour the Acting Chiel Justice, Major-General 
Digby Barker and a number of feadivg resldente, 
After the review of the Force by his Excellency, 
three atdes of x quire was formed with Captain 
‘Superintendent May fn the front. Then Mr, ¥. 
. Ackroyd stepped forward and, addressing his 

xcellency, sald he was proud to be the 
chosen delegate to ask his Excellency, on behalf 
of the cltlsens of Hongkong, to thank the Officers 
and men of the pollce force for thelr valuable 
services during the plague; and to present in 
bahalf of the colony, to these faithful servitors a 
shield and certain medals, which the com.

OFFICERS’ PECULTARITIES, 


Last night, {In the comfortable quarters of the 
British Mercantile Marine Officers’ Association, 
a paper was resd hy Captain H.C, Harris, the 
President, on “ Our Asseciation : tts members 
and thelr pecolleritige," The subject was hand: 
led fo an interesting and thoughtful way and 
was fall of practical suggest'ons for the members, 
It was fact, a kind of fatherly talk for enlarg- 
ingil scope and usefulness of the orgenization, 
which he, by reason of his long connection with 
(be society and by virtue of fdentification with 
the management, felt it his duty and privilege to 
give utterance to. He sald that, while, during 
the five years of the exlstence of the society, 
much had been accomplish-d—and there was

about 2 feet of one blade had been broken off. 
The wisdom of making the ship fast was soon 
manifested by the strong current caused by the 
overflow water leaving the canal through the 
‘tidal openings. Allerge ship would have been 
powerless to manceavre in such a ran, for, should 
&-vessel touch the bank she would immediately 
swing round. athwart the canal, and sustain 
disaster to the sternpost or proveller but more 
probably to both, Yesterd+y morning the ship 
again proceeded at “aybreak, and successfully 
rounded Runcorn Bend, but on approaching 
the Weaver sluices the propeller cancht some 
obstruction, The. steamer Onsef afterwards 
passed, boand to Manchester, although orders 
had been given for her to make fast: This 
compelled the 7ifan practically to atop, and, 
before it was possible to recover In turning the 
bend at thie point, progress was made more 
difficult by the presence of a dredger and the 
amount of flood water coming down after the 
ratios, The 7¥tan's propeller struck the mud of 
the bank. She afterwards made fast in order to 
allow the Clan Fraser .to pass. On looking 
astern a complication was observed, the stea ver 
Avaton, following the Zidan, was just meeting 
the Clan Fraser tu the bend, mutters not being 
Improved by the presence of the dredger and 
the mad ligbters.” The Avalon collided with 
one of the latter, turning her right over and 
sinking ber, at the same time knocking a small 
hole In one of her {roa bow plates, just above 
the’water line. The Clan steamer escaped. 
though by the twasteamers’ slenals, each had 
to reverse herengines, The remainder of the 
passage was made withont diffiralty.

DEPARTURE CF THY PIONFPR DIRECT STEAMER

An Ioterea Ing epoch ‘Int! e history of the great 
Ship Creal wee marked by the salling from 
‘Manchester cf the first steamer direct to China on 
the’ 16h January, and ber arrtval at’ and 
denartire from Fastham anthe 8th. Itwill be 
remembered, save the Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce, that the steamer Tran, belonging to 
the Orean Steamship Co. better known as 
Alfred Holts China Ine, left London for Man- 
chester on Saturday, the ¢th Janusry, and arrived 
in the Mersey at.¢ a.m. on the 8th, whera she 
was detained by fog until the (ollowiag morolog, 
Entering the cenal at Rastham at to a.m. on 
the gth, she preceeded aa far as Barton Locks, 
wheré she remained the night, starting next 
morning, and arriving at Salford Dock, whera ehe 
recelved cargo for the Streits, China, and Jagan 
porte, taking on board about 8,000 packages, 
While in Manchester great Interest wae excited 
in theshipand lta workings both by the merchants 

~ and the general public, and much satlsfactlon 
was (xpreased by the shippers on seeing thelr 
goods stowed into the hold of the vessel which 
would carry them to their distant destination, 
and this was contrasted with the previous treat- 
ment of the pack’ ges, which had been subjected 
to transhipment at Birkenhead thereby causing 
avsecond hand!ing, and, of course, dolng a 
certaln amount of damage to the’ package, 
wrapper, or contents ; this scurce of evil being 
estimated by the shippers at an average of od. to 
1s, per bale, This computation may foclude the 
total damage to the goods from manufacturer 
to purchaser, and If so it le hardly reasonable to 
saddle the handling from warehouse to ship at
